Hongkong, Gp Received 2ith April 





in California, and to bo threatening 
really serious inconvenience. ‘There 





has been a rush latterly of emigrants 


from the South of China to Cooktown, 
and the thing bas been overdone, as it 
is apt to be with new colonies. “China- 
men went there and made money at the 
diggings, and came ‘back wealthy, to 
excite the cupidity of their neighbours. 
‘These flocked in thousands to the new 
Eldorado, and seem to have swamped 
the market—or the gold-diggings, as 
the case may be. A recent letter 
from Cooktown, in the Hongkong 
Daily Press, says there must be now 
at least eighteen thousand Chinese in 
the colony, and only the ‘means of 
earning a livelihood for half that 
number. The wet season is over, and 
the area in which alluvial gold can 
be got, is narrowing daily as the back 
gallies dry up. Even now there is 
evident destitution among them, and 
rumours have come from up-country 
of large mobs wandering from place to 
place, vainly endeavouring to get a 
few grains of gold from washed-out 
workings. And it seems to be feared 
that, as the dry season advances, during 
which the area where digging can bo 
carried on becomes more and more 
restricted, they will resort to rob. 
bery to obtain food. ° Already the case 
is reported of one European, in charga 
of a small roadside store, having been 
robbed and murdered under circum- 
stances which point to Chinese as 
authors of the crime; and the letter we 
have referred to goes on to say—“ If the 
Chinese do attempt violence, and are 
guilty of bloodshed, a fearful vengeance 
will overtake them; for the Europeans, 
although few in number, are determined 
and well-armed bushmen and diggers, 
and would mow down the Chinese like. 
cornstalks. Nor, in case of such an 
outbreak, could the Government do 
anything to check it, as the staff of 
police up-country is but small, and the 
distances to be travelled by reinforce- 
ments are very great.” The danger of 
such reprisals is, of course, increased 
by the feeling of irritation which the 
influx of Chinese has excited among 
the white population. The whole 
Colony seem to regard this influx as 
an unmitigated evil, to be arrested by 
any means that may be possible. “This 
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feeling,” says the letter we have already 
quoted, “is riot confined to the working 
classes, it isshared by all the most 
intelligent people in Queensland, and 
is strongly expressed by the whole 
Press of the Colony. The Premier, 
addressing his constituents the other 
day, complained bitterly of the refusal 
of the Home Government to sanction 
the bill charging an increased price for 
miner’s right’ to Chinese; and: his com: 
plaint was echoéd by all classes here. 
Tho leading journal, the Brisbane 
Courior, applauds the late quarantine 
regulations, insists on their literal ful- 
filment, and rejoices ini the belief that 
they will so hamper the passenger trade 
from Hongkong as to stop it nearly, 
if not altogether. And the neighboar- 
ing ‘colonies sympathise with Queens. 
land in the position she has taken.” 
Clearly, as we stated at the outset, the 
circumstances are sufficiently sorious to 
justify apprehonsions that trouble may 
ensue, unless steps are taken to 
ward it off before a crisis arrives. 
It will be a sovere tax on the charity 
of the colonists if they are called on to 
feed, during a period of distress, 
immigrants whose presence is so dis- 





tasteful; but, on grounds of policy as | to 


well as charity, some provision will 
have to be mado if the distress reaches 
that point. To leave the Chinese to 
starve would be to invite the lawlessness 
apprehended, Either work will have 
to be found or created, or a remedy for 
both ovils ab once taken—by sending 
the men back whence they came. If 
this cure were likely to be permanent, 
it would be the wisest course; but it is 
very questionable whether it would be 
80; whother the reflux would prevent 
other Chinese from trying their for- 
tunes where their predecessors had 
failed; whethor the creation of a 
vacuum would not be to invite an 
invash of new immigrants to fill it; 
while news of the prevalent distress 
may doter others from going where so 
little temptation offers, There will 
remain the necessity of providing em- 
ployment and food for those who are 
already there, and this ean probably 
bo done by starting some public works 
which will be useful to the new colony. 
In tho meantime the quarantine laws 
seem likely also to act as a material 
deterrent to immigration. All vessels 
arriving from China are rigidly sub- 
jected to a sixteen days’ quarantine, 
which causes a great deal of expense 
and inconvenience, and must operate as 
some check upon the passenger traffic 
which enn only increase the existing 


distress.

A meeting of Shareholders in the North- 
China Insurance" Company was held Mon- 
day, to consider a proposal for re-forming 
the Company upon a permanent basis, at 
the expiry of the present term. It was ex- 
plained that the object was to build up a 
Reserve Fund, as the present subscribed 
capital of the Company did not suffice for 
the increasing business which was within 
its power. A resolution in favour of re- 
constituting the Company as a permanent 
one, to commence business on the Ist Jan- 
wary next, was passed; and the present 
Directors were clected a Provisional 
Committee. 

The two Municipal Councils have decided 
on a uniform width of 39 feet for tle 
‘Yang-king-pang creek, from the Fohkion 
road bridge to the Defence Creek. The 
French Council purpose constructing 4 
bunding on their side, as we are doing on 
ours.—Soveral purchases of laud for the 
purpose of widening streets on the French 
Concession are in contemplation.—The 
granite bunding of the Hwangpoo is to 
cost Tis. 192 per chang (10 feet); and 
additions and improvements are to be 
made to the Municipal Hotel, at a cost of 
Tis. 14,000. 

‘We are glad to see that the non-appear- 
ance of the papers relating to Mr. Gros- 
‘yenor’s mission was again referred to in the 
‘House of Commons on the13th April, when, 
in answer to Mr. Pease, Mr. Bourke said :— 
“The papers have been printed, and they 





would have been in tho hands of members 
Defore ‘now, were it not for the fact that we 
have been waiting for a memorandum which 
‘Sir Thomas Wade is preparing with respect 
to the Chefoo Convention. I saw Sir 
‘Thomas Wade this morning, and I hope 
to have that memorandum. in a very few 
days, After that, I trust there will be no 
delay in presenting the papers.” 

‘The opening performance by the Amateur 
Wind Instrument Soviety; at, the Garden, 
Wednesday evening, ‘passed off very 
siicceastally. The attendance of Iadios 
was rather inesgre, but; that of gen- 
tlemen was very numerous; and the 
diversity of their attire was most striking. 
Some appeared in the height of sum- 
mer costume, not even excepting pith 
hats, while some wore cloth atid” over- 
coats; and the latter must'détidedly havo 
‘been most comfortable, as a fresh chilling 
breeze was blowing, which made promenad- 
ing the onder of tho evening.

‘The dead body of a low-class native was 
found by a tepaou on Wednesday, in the 
Chapoo road, Hongkew. Information was 
given to the Police, who recognised the 
body as that of an old thief. There were 
three small punctured wounds on it, one 
just above the abdomen, another in the 
chest; and the third in the throat. A 
small knife was picked up close by.—In 
the aflenoon, the District Magistrate of 
Shanghai, Mo Siang-chi, accompanied by 
0. B. Bradford, Esq., U.S. Vice-Consul- 
General, held an inquest over the romains. 
‘The evidence showed that, on Wednesday, 
deceased left an opium-shop, apparently in 
a dejected state of mind, saying he 
was “tired of this existence, and should go 
toa higher place.” Hé wvas not seen again 
until his dead body was discovered. A 
native doctor, after examining the remains, 
said that in his opinion the wounds were 
self-inflicted, but that neither of them 
were mortal, and’ that deceased had died 
from the effects of disease.—A great crowd

‘When it was notified that lekin would no 


-longer be collected within the area of the 
Foreign Settlements, the native merchants 
‘residing in the City and Suburbs claimed 
exemption also, declaring that they would 


remove into thé Settlement if it were not 


granted. The late Taotai, Féng, yielded ; 
and the outside hongs have since enjoyed the 
“sanie immunity from lekin as ‘those within 
‘the Settlements. ‘Thenew Taotai, however, 
seems to take a different view. He seems 
to intend having his “pound of flesh” at 
all costs; and within the last few days, 
the following warrant has been issued 
against certain of the principal dealers in 
cotton goods in the City and Namtow 
suburb :— 

“A warrant to apprehend, issued by Mo, 
Cheshien of Shanghai.—Whereas a com- 
munication has been received from the Tax 
Office, to the effect that the Sze-tah and 
Shun-tai hongs, in the City, and Fuh-yuen 
and others outside the Great East Gate, 
have not only failed to conform to regula- 
tions re, 
have combined with their fellow-traders 
outside the Foreign Concessions to trump 
up exouses for culpably resisting the action 
of the law; and requesting that the recalei- 
trant parties be apprehended and called to 
account,—it behoves the Cheshien to issue 
orders for apprehension. The constables 
on duty are, therefore, commanded to act 
in concert, and to at, once arrest the indi- 
viduals implicated, giving the names also 
of the principals of fhe fiongs mentioned, 
that they may be sent in custody to the 
Tax Office to pay their dues. No conniv- 
ance or delay will be suffered. 

‘A Special Warrant. 

It will. be observed that no mention is made 
of foreign cloth as the article to be 
taxed ; and the document is so framed that 
an ordinary reader might suppose only 
native cloth was to be the subject of the 
squeeze ; but the Chinese interested say 
this omission is intentional, in order that 
Foreigners shall have no pretext for inter- 
foring, and that foreign goods are really 
aimed at. ‘The notice has been addressed 
to four of the principal dealers in Foreign 
cloth (hongs, in fact, that have very little 
to do with native manufactures), and they 
seem to understand its drift, and fully 
expect they will be made to pay up, not 
only in the future but for past exemp- 
tion, If their fears are realised, they are 
said to contemplate putting their former 
threat in execution—viz., migrating to the 
Settlements. 

Apropos of the recent fluctuations in 
the value of Consols, it may be worth while 
noting that they are still, at 94%, higher 
than they wore at any time during the 
fifteen years, 1861-75, except in June, July, 
August, September and November, 1867, 
when they touched 944, and in August and 
November, 1875, when they touched 943 
and 94g respectively.—The highest average 
during those fifteen years was 938, in 1868; 
the lowest 88, in 1866. 

‘The Silk market has not yet opened, and 
it is expected that there will be 3,000 bales

The Gleneagles arrived in Singapore 
two hours after the Loudoun Castle. 
The Loudoun Castle left at 11 p.m. on the 
2nd (the same day as she arrived), and 
was followed six hours afterwards by the 
Gleneagles. 

The Glenartney has run to Singapore in 
7 days 19 hours—the quickest time she has 
made, and only half-an-hour over that of 
the Loudoun Castle. She arrived on the 
evening of the 4th inst., and left at an 
early hour the following morning. 

It is reported that the str. Chinkeang has 
accepted a long charter to carry Chinese 
emigrants from the South of China to 
Australia. Her passengers will not be 
welcome, at least in Queensland, where 
there are said to be already twice as many 
Chinese as can find occupation ; and where 
distress is said to exist, in consequence. 

‘We hear that the opposition between the 
rival companies on the Yangtsze is growing 
Keener.

We notice that Count Rochechouart has 
been appointed Consul-General at Belgrade. 

It is notified that Mr. Christopher T. 
Gardner will officiate as H. B. M.’s Vice- 
Consul at Shanghai and British Assessor at 
the Mixed Court, until further notice. 

Having finished enlightening us how to 
ward oft and how to deal with famines, the 
‘Sinpao favoured -us yesterday with a few 
hints to the effect that watering and 
manuring are good for plants and trees! 
It is truly too ridiculous. All these things 
may be useful to its Chinese readers. 
‘There are a good many very sensible 
hints, for instance, in the papers it 
has lately published regarding famines ; 
but they are the A. B. C. of Government 
business ; and though the Chinese Govern- 
ment does not seem capable of carrying 
them out, we do not want to be taught 
them.—And as to the care of plants, we 
advise the editor to look in at the gardens 
of the foreign houses on the Bubbling Well 
road, and ask himself whether he can better 
teach the owners, or the owners teach him. 
—The Sinpao began by giving some items 
of news, and occasionally a few remarks 
on the projects of the Mandarins with 
regard to mines, &e. Why cannot it 
continue in the same strain? tell us the 
views of its countrymen about the Woosung 
Railway, or, as we suggested before, about 
the proceedings in the North-west, about 
the negotiations for loans, or fifty other

instead of writing for their edification what 
‘or instruct them: If 
it is worth, while * printing an English 
‘igraph at all; it is worth while printing 
something common-sensible. 

The Peking Gazette of the 20th May con- 
tains a memorial from the ‘Viceroy! of 
Kanswh, reporting the steps he is taking 
to rebuild the walls of Lanchow, the pro- 
vincial capital of Kanswh, which’ are in a 
ruinous condition and “imperatively need 
repairs now. that peace and order have 
been re-established throughout tho pro- 
vince.” The reference is interesting just 
‘now, in view of the loan, a portion of which 
is reported to be destined to revivify the 
province. 7 

‘The Peking Gazette of the 25th May 
‘mentions the arrival of the envoys from 
‘Annam, of whose entry into China we 
heard some months ago. 

‘Mention is frequently made in tho 
Peking Gazette of eccentricities, on the part 
of Chinese ladies, which custom has erected 
into virtues and considers worthy of Im- 
perial reward ; but we rarely meet-such 
a combination of virtues as are ascribed to 
Miss Wang, in tho memorial from the Vice- 
roy of Chihli which we print on another 
page. Not only did she « persistently 
refuse marriage in order that she might 
wait upon her parents ; but she gashed and 
mutilated herself time after time, in order 
to conduce to their well-being. She mixed 
her blood with the varnish of her father’s 
coffin, and twice gave her mother slices of 
her flesh to eat as medicine, besides 
frequent doses of burnt flesh on occasions 
of minor ailments. Altogether the talo is 
one of courage that one cannot but admire, 
while pitying the foolish ignorance which 
can lead to so much torture being so use- 
lessly self-inflicted. 

From Wéxcwow wo have the curious 
intelligence that the missing lorcha Man- 
darin has beon at last discovered, disguised 
as a Chinese junk. Mr. ©. Schmidt, a 
pilot, while on his way to the pilot ground, 
saw a boat that he at once recognised as 











the missing lorcha Mandarin. He accord 
ingly went to H.B.M.’s Consul and reported 
tho matter, and steps were at once taken to 
have the crew arrested and the vessel 
detained, which was accomplished very 
readily with the assistance of some of the 
Chinese officials ; so that there is at last a 
prospect of this long-standing act of piracy 
and murder being brought to a close. 
‘What the end will bo, or what redress the 
owners will get, remains to be seen. 

‘The Haxopavr news which we publish 
elsewhere, mentions a violent commotion 
‘of the sea, in perfectly calm weather, on 
the morning of the llth May; and adds 
that a similar occurrence of Jess intensity 
happened about eight years ago, when. it 
was discovered that the wave was attribu- 
table, or supposed to be so, to a_violent 
earthquake which had taken place in Peru. 
—Curiously enough, a telegram from 
Valparaiso of the 12th May, points to, just © 
stich another coincidence. ‘The city of 
Iquique in Peru has been destroyed by an 
earthquake. ‘The dates correspond.

RAILWAY PROSPECTS. 

Etaur years ago Sir Rutherford Alcock 
wrote from Pekingto Mr. Medburst that 
“ of tho desire for progress which the 
Chinese Mission then in Europe de- 
clared was eo ardent and goneral with 
the rulera of Obit there was no 
evidence here. If any hopes are built 
upon its existence, therefore, I fear 
there is nothing but disappointment in 
store for those who indulge in them. 
Projectors of telegraph lines, railroads 
and other plans for the sudden devel- 
opement of the resources of this country 
yare but losing their time, while the 
Government here shows no disposition 
to entertain their projects. I think 
it is in the interest of all who are so 
occupied that they should know tho 
truth, than be deluded by false hopes 
and expectations of changes which are 
still far in the distance ;”—and the 
eight years that bave intervened have 
wrought little change in the situation. 
Unless we count the recent introduc. 
tion of scientific mining in Formosa, 
we cannot recal an instance of 
genuine progress for progress’ sake, 
Great sums havo been wasted upon 
arsenals and ships, but only from 
a mistaken ides of reaching an equal- 
ity with foreigners in warlike strength ; 
merchant steamers have been bought, 
bat again chiefly with a view to oppose 
foreigners; and of a willingness to 
introduce railways and tolegraphy there 
is scarcely more sign now than at the 
time Sir Rutherford penned the whole- 
some homo truths we quoted at the 
outset. A short line of telegraph was 
erected from Foochow to Pagoda An- 
chorage, under pressure of impending 
war with Japan; and the existence of 
the Woosung railway fora year was 
tolerated under pressure of a throaten- 
ing war with England; but no step 
forward las been taken from a 
sheor impulseof intelligent appreciation. 
Thore are men here and there, like 
Li Hung-chang, who are beginning to 
have some conception of the value of 
ships, machinery, and other scientific 
appliances; but the gleam of intelli. 
gence is stifled, even there, by tho 
jealous dislike of foreigners which 
entors in wherever the finger of a 
foreigner can be discovered. China 
is, in fact, as backward now as 
when foreigners first began to have 
intercourse with the people; and is 
falling more and more behind other 
nations as these are gradually appro- 
priating the inventions which Chinese 
officials are too vain, or too conservative, 
or too timid, or too stupid to adopt. 

There has been a great deal said 
lately about the Woosung railway, and 
the prospect of its extension. Rumour 
has even declared that the removal of 
tho existing plant to Formosa was 
decided on, and that more substantial 
material had been ordered to replace 
it, and to extend the line Soochow- 
wards. We cannot learn that there 











is is any trnth in the report. That 
thers was some talk of banishing 
the line to Formosa, we believe; but 
even that design is said to have fallen 
into disfavor; Ting Futai having 
returned from his recent visit to the 
island with a less favourable idea 
of the project. And the real question 
just now, at Nanking, is said to be 
whether the line shall not be rooted 
up altogether, at the close of the 
year.—After all, the Viceroy may be 
right! He came here with a reputation 
which is found to have been very much 
overrated ; but he may still have a fairly 
correct idea of his own and his couutry- 
men’s abilitie. He may know 
that the Chinese are not capable of 
managing railways, and that if they 
attempted to do so they would have a 
smash and bring discredit on an insti- 
tution which is now in perfect order. 
‘They like the little railway to Woosung 
immensely, and come scores of miles to 
have aridein the “fire-dragon carriages;”” 
but it is managed by foreigners at pre- 
sent, and is safo; and of course foreigners 
cannot be allowed to continue managing 
it, because—well, because they are 
foreigners. They may be tolerated on 
board the C.M.S.N. steamers, because 
those steamers are supposed to be 
occupied in doing harm to other for- 
eigners; and what more clever than 
to use diamond to cut diamond? 
but unhappily there is no second 
railway to be ruined; and as, of 
course, foreigners cannot be allowed 
to work it, and if Shen Pao-chen 
is persuaded that the Chinese cannot 
—what remains but to tear it up? 
Railways have been constructed and are 
working successfully in Japan, Egypt, 
Tarkey and other backward countries, 
but China thinks they won’t suit her; 
and perhaps she is right. Chinamen sre 
the best judges of their own capabili- 
ties; and so long as half the land is 
occupied by graves, in a manner totally 
incomprehensible to civilised nations, 
there is of course the impossibility 
of avoiding these. It is far better 
to let the ground lie waste for the 
benefit of the ancestral bones, than 
it is to ocoupy it with ronds designed 
ouly for the convenience of the 
living. The Viceroy may be quite 
right in thinking China should be 
content with a back seat among uations, 
and not trying to do what is beyond 
her, 














‘THE TEA TRADE. 


We mentioned some time ago that 
there was a movement in London to 
stop the practice of hurrying to Hau- 
kow to meet the new season’s teas, 
and in favour of waiting their arrival 
at Shanghai. On another page will 
be found the circular which has been ad- 
dressed to thoso interested in the trade, 
inviting their co-operation and setting 
forth the arguments in favour of the 
change; aud very few will deny that 
the writers hnve logic on their side. 
Chaaszes are sent away from their own 
tea-rooms, where they “have their own 





light” and are in every respect in: the 
most favourable circumstances for exer- 
cising an unbiased judgment, “to a 
Settlement of which it is hardly an ex- 
aggeration to say that, for s time, 
almost the whole population acts and 
talks as if to secure an interest in tea 
were the one end of life.” There is 
@ fleet of steamers waiting freight, and 
a crowd of people waiting and wanting 
to buy. What wonder that the “i 
fluences of competition and emulation ” 
hurry men into operations from which 
their calmer judgment would shrink, 
and that anxiety to have a share of the 
“fine” chops for which everyone is 
lying in wait, leads to competition, 
haste, and high rates—to the ab- 
surdity even of buying by candle- 
light lest the prize should escape? In 
the olden days, in Shanghai, if two 
houses were thinking of buying a 
similar tea, the Chaaszes often came to 
an understanding that one should put 
through the operation, and they should 
afterwards divide the produce. It is 
needless to say that this was a system 
under which there was a better chance 
of buying profitably, than the presont 
one of sending people to compete 
against one another, at Hankow. As 
the circular says, what is the object 
of going to meet the leaf half-way 
between the place of growth and the 
port of export—except an anxiety to 
secure first choice, which canuot but 
defeat its own object by the com- 
petition and consequent appreciation 
of the tea which it engenders ?—The 
practice which has grown up, of hur- 
rying away the greater portion of the 
first crop within a fortnight after the 
opening of the market, is another 
natural consequence of the competition 
and excitement to which the present 
system gives rise. The Silk merchants 
in Shanghai do not think it necessary 
to buy up the whole of the first crop 
of silk within a fortnight after the 
first sample is shown, as though there 
were a famine in London, every recurring 
spring, in respect of Chinese produce. 
But, then, the Chu-sze Quais are not 
“herded half-a-dozen together in the 
honses of two or three agents,” each and 
all with the avowed aud special object 
of taking a share in the general gamble. 
But though fully agreeing with the 
views advocated by those who desire to 
see Shanghai made the bead-quarters 
of the tea-trade, as it is of every other 
description of business in the North of 
China, we are not sanguine that they will 
carry their object. The chances are t 
as they argue, if the Chaaszes remained 
quiet'at Shanghai, tho Chinese would 
place extreme limits on the teas offered 
in Hankow, and, failing to obtain these, 
would order it to Shanghai,—to the 
market where the’ greater uumber of 
buyers and the greater buying power 
existed. But the chances also are that 
foreigners will be so afraid a few dis- 
sentients may persist in going to Han- 
kow and so get the pick, that they 
will persist in a practice which every 
one condemns as prejudicial to the 
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trade and to all concerned in it ? 
Something probably depends on the 
outtarn of this year’s crop. If the effect 
of flooding the London market with 
threo months’ supply in one, has again 
the effect of depressing it to the loss 
of every ono bat the Chinese dealer, 
the present movement will gain in 
force. If by good luck the new teas 
pay, @ great many will declare it is all 
a toss-up, and elect to leave well alone 
till the next bad season comes round ; 
when the viciousness of the “ Hankow” 
system will be again exposed, and what 
everybody has been saying for years 
past will be repeated, with as little con- 
fidence as ever in the possibility of 
‘applying a remedy. 








‘THE CURRENCY QUESTION. 


Honaxoxo is a colony, and as such can 
of course do things a mere Settlement 
would not tolerate. For instance, at 
time when the currency question is in 
every oue’s mouth, and every indivi- 
dual in the place feels direct interest 
in its settlement, the Chamber of 
Commerce holds a private meeting 
to discuss it, and the first people 
learn of the matter is that a re- 
commendation—opposed seemingly to 
the wishes of a majority of the resi- 
dents—has been submitted to the Go- 
vernment, to legalise the chopped cur- 
rency. It is of course difficult to pre- 
dicate with certainty which way public 
opinion really inclines, until it bas been 
tested bya public meeting; bat the 
tone of the Press is a tolerably safe 
guide, aud the Hongkong papers are 
unanimous and logical in condemning 
such a measure. We can scarcely con- 
ceive a greater error than to hold a 
private meeting of what, in a commer- 
cial community, is really a sort of re- 
presentative parliament—to discuss a 
question in which, as the Daily Press 
truly says, the meanest huckster has 
relatively as grent an interest as the 
wealthiest merchant on the island. That 
there is a good deal to be said on the 
subject, the discussion in the Press has 
shown ; and when such an influential 
body as the Chamber of Commerce 
contemplates passing an opinion which 
must have great weight with the 
“Government, it is only right that its 
deliberations should be public, so that 
every one may have an opportunity of 
considering the reasons advanced. One 
cause stated for the privacy of the 
meeting, was that the letter from the 
Government inviting the opinion of the 
Chamber, was marked “ private”; but 
this is declared to be a misapprebev- 
sion; and the idea of the Government 
consulting privately a body of hundred 
or more individuals, seems on its face 
absurd. At any rate, if this were so, 
the Chairman could have fittingly re- 
plied that he did not feel justified in 
departing from the usual practice of 
publicity, in a case where publicity 
was more than ever called for. Asa 
matter of fact, the case was one of 
such general interest that public 














meeting of residents, even, might have 
been fittingly called, to discuss it. 

‘We have explained in a former article 
what is the question at issue. The 
Chinese—particularly those onthemain- 
Iand—want to have “chopped” dollars, 
which are always at a greater or less 
discount in the colony, made-a legal 
tender; alleging that chopped dollars 
are the currency on the mainland, and 
it is fair they should pay foreigners for 
their goods in the coin they receive for 
them from their own countrymen; 
otherwise they will lose the difference 
between clean and chopped coins. 
The answer is that, if the Chinese are 
foolish. enough to deface the dollars, 
that is their look out, and no reason 
why foreigners should accept the con- 
sequent loss and inconvenience; that 
the Chinese dealers are quite astute 
enough to look after themselves in the 
matter, and that they can easily recoup 
the difference by a slight addition to 
the selling price. “Tho Hongkong 
storekeeper,” it is urged, “has to buy 
his goods in sterling and sell them in 
the currency of the Colony, the former 
being at a considerable preminm—a 
preminm, also, that is constantly fluc- 
tuating. Yet no storekeeper thinks 
of writing Home and, complaining of 
his losses through the pound sterling 
being at a premiumhere,demanding that 
the sovereign shall be considered in all 
monetary transactions to be worth a 
certain weight of silver. Like a sen- 
sible business man, the storekeeper 
allows for the premium on the Home 
currency in pricing his goods; as well 
as its fluctuations, and sometimes he 
proves to be a gainer and sometimes 
‘a loser. Other storekeepers bat 
contend against exactly the same 
culties, and therefore the premium on 
the Home currency here affords no 
advantage to particular individuals, or 
places competition on an unfair basi 
‘Why the native trader should receive 
commiseration and the currency of the 
Colony be upset to accommodate him 
under exactly similar circumstances to 
these, while the foreign merchant and 
storekeeper are left to find consolation 
for themselves, is a point that will 
require all the ingenuity of the native 
community to demonstrate.” 

‘The proposal tu meet the wishes of 
the Chinese, at least so far as to make 
moderately chopped dollars a legal 
tender, seems to have emanated from 
the manager of the Hongkong Bank; 
but the very pertinent question was 
asked, how the line was to be drawn 
between moderately chopped and say 
badly chopped coins; and the solf- 
evident difficulty Jed to the definition 
of “moderately chopped” as dollars 
that are not cut or pierced, weighed 
at 7.1.7 and of fall weight. Such 
at least is what the Mail has been 
able to gather of the drift of the 
digeussion; and we quite agree that 
this is a very different thing from 
making chopped dollars generally a 
legal tender, as the Chinese petitioners 
requested. Obviously foreigners could, 




















if they choose, exercise such an amount 
of selection under this ruling, that 
“chopped” dollars would be almost 
worried out of the market; but the 
practical effect would more likely 
be that competition would lead to 
a lax interpretation of the restriction, 
and the Chinese would have their way. 
On the whole, it scems to us that the 
case is not one for legislation. If 
Hongkong merchants choose to accept 
chopped dollars in payment for their 
goods, they can do so; if they do not, 
Tet them refuse, or exact a discount. 
We quite fail to see why the Govern. 
ment should compel them to accept 
defaced coin, in order’ to gratify the 
Chinese dealers. 





CHINESE NEWSPAPERS, 


Ir is curious that English papers seem 
incapable of making any reference to 


Chinese topics, without mistakes. 
‘The latest instance occurs in an other- 
wise well-informed article on “Chinese 
Newspapers,” published in the Times, 
After an interesting sketch of the history 
and scope of the Peking @azette,compiled 
from a article written three years ago 
by Mr. Mayers, in the Ohina Review; 
and a reference to the pioneer Chinese 
nowspapers published from the Daily 
Press and N.-0. Herald offices,—the 
writer goes on to say the demise of 
the latter 

“was aeoclerated by the issue of the 
‘Shonpao, a weekly newspaper under native 
auspices, more after the Gazette form, in 
size and paper, but printed with foreign- 
made types. The subject matter, also, is 
more accordiig to the taste of its readers, 
which is not of a pure moral character, an‘ 

hence it has a good circulation. More 
recently a competitor has sprung up in the 
Sinpao, published also weekly at Shanghai, 
with a translation of its Chinese columns 
into English, in order to secure a foreign 
as well as native circulation. Although 
the newspaper is ostensibly established by 
a company with a share capital, it is said 
that the eminent Chinese statesman, Li 
Hung-chang, is tho official patron, with 
some control over the subject-matter of its 
contents. Bo that as it may, there is a 
vivacity in the tenour of its’ topics and 
composition, that bids fair to make it the 
leading journal among future Chinese news- 
papers.” 

Now, the Shunpao is not a weekly 
newspaper, and is not published under 
native auspices; nor is the Sinpao a 
weekly newspaper, nor does it show 
the slightest prospect of becoming ® 
leading journal among future Chinese 
newspapers. Both papers, on the con- 
trary, are dailies, and the degree of 
estimation in which each is held by the 
Chinese, is exactly the opposite of that 
stated. The Shunpao was originated 
and is still carried on under foreign 
auspices, and has a daily circulation of 
8,000, against some 300 or 400 which 
is the measure of Chinese estimation of 
its official rival. But the writer who 
can see “vivacity” in the platitudes 
about Inkstones, and the interminable 
8 of rules about charitable institn- 
tions, and suggestions for warding off 
famines, which the Sinpao offers to 
its foreign readers, may be able 'to 
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rn in these figures a p1 
oreasing influence and future leader- 
(ip among Chinese papers. As @ 
ter of fact, the blight of Mandarin 
influence seems to weigh upon the 
Sinpao aa it weighs upon every enter- 
prise with which-it attempts to meddle. 
‘Timeo Danaos ac dona ferentes seems to 
be.the idea of the Chinese laity, with 
reference to everything forthcoming 
from their officials. ‘They decline— 
judging from the last report—to be- 
shareholders in the China Mer- 
Steamer Company. They would 
ibe the capital for a railway to 
orrow, if .they ‘were 
lowed to manage it free from. official 
interference ; and they seem to ha 
equal distaste for the Sinp. 
of its well-known Mandarin inspiratiou. 
The writer’‘seoms ‘tridivare of the 
existence: of two dther daily and one 
tri-weekly “newspapers in Hongkong, 
besides the one’ mentioned; makes no 
reference to the Scientific Magazine 
edited’ by Mr. Fryer ; or the Kungpao, 
published by Mr. Allen ; dr the Childs’ 
Newspaper published by Mr. Farnham ; 
or’ the half-dozen’ other publications, 
missionary aud otherwise, which are 
published ‘at’ Shanghai and other 
ports.” We may judge, then, when 
we ‘soo that tho circulation of the 
Shunpao alone averages “éome 50,000, 
of the value’ of his estimate that the 
‘total circulation of all the newspapers 
printed in China does not exceed 
20,000 weekly. It is a pity that

Certainly the 
reasons they give'for their opinions form a 
good prima facie case; and the Taotai is 
fo be commended for the speedy and decided 
action he has taken. 

Speaking generally, I feel justified in 
reporting that commercial prospects are 
decidedly hopeful ; although, the port having 


been opened at so late a period of the 
season, it can scarcely be expected that 
much will be done this year in tea. Even 





for this, however, there is good promiso 
for tho future. Piece goods undoubtedly 
will take ; and should merchants of stand. 
ing and worth care to follow the good 
example set them, I fancy they may not be 
disappointed in their expectations. Opium 
at present is scarcely to be thought of ; 
the facilities for smuggling which import 
through Ningpo affords area formidable 
obstacle to the sale of the drug’ when 
brought here and subjected to Tekin,” 

‘This is undoubtedly the cleanest and (as 
far as sanitary precautions and advantages 
can secure), the healthiest city in China, 
So far, the weather has been cool and 
delighttul. It appears that the native 
opium crop has failed this year to. the 
extent of about 50 % of the usual yield. 
‘This may cause an increase of the import 
of the Indian drug.

COREA. 


‘The Japan Gazette, translating from tho 
Hochi Skinbun of the 2lst May, gives the 
following account of the terrible condition 
of the people in Fusan, Corea -—Owing to 
the terrible famine, the Coreans are in 
extreme poverty. We (Japanese residents) 
observo the poor natives everywhere 
starving to death ; while crowds of beggars 
‘are wandering about in search of food. 
‘Thoy are emaciated to the last degree and 
reduced to dreadful extremities. Some of 
them are occasionally found on the point of 
death in our Settlement. When we are 
landing vico, wheat, and other food from 
vessels in the port, large numbers of poor 
natives and beggars assemble, waiting for 
a good chance to pilfer the merest trifle. 
‘They are noisy and constantly quarreling 
among themselves. ‘The Corean Govern: 
ment has appointed the 10th, 20th, and 
30th of month for the relief of the 
distressed. The authorities in Torai-fu 
issued a ticket for which they exchanged 
rice in the Government office on those days. 
Of articles of trade, rice, wheat, and 
potatoes are in the highest’ demand, and 
cotton cloth and toilet: things come next to 
them. Rice averages 7 yen per koku, 5 
yen for one koku of hikiwari (coarsely 
ground rice) and 33 yen for the same 
measure of wheat. @ natives are fonder 
of hikiwari than barley and wheat. Ex- 
ports consist mostly of gold dust, ox 1s 
and ginseng. During February and March, 
about 3,500 monme of dust were shipped 
for Japan. Large ox skins have hitherto 
been sent to China, and the smaller to us 
in Fusan. Lately, they had sent us both 
and small s. The gold dust has 
fallen off greatly in quantity of Inte, and the 
natives brought gold rings, pins and hair 
ornaments to exchange for rice and wheat ; 
each of them is about 30 moume in weight 
and made of pure gold. In addition to the 
horrors of starvation, the poor Coreans are 
afilicted by pestilence. No bone in any 
town or village is exempt from the ravages 
of the terrible disease, which has com- 
‘menced to penetrate cur Settlement. Some 
of our traders have already been seized by 

;, but fortunately owing to good treatment 

the hospital, none of our names are 
registered yet in the kuwako-cho (a record 
kept in Buddhist temples, of the names of 
the dead.) Dr. Yano, Superintendent of the 
hospital, said that the pestilence was caused 
by impurity. Dead bodies are sometimes 
found lying in the streets where they are 
left for many days. Since the opening of 
the hospital, many natives sought relief, 
and about 350 have already been there 
from the 11th February to the 30th March. 
This year the harvest of barley is expected 
to be good in Corea. But lately the 
weather is more changeable, and even the 
largest crop could not be considered sufti- 
cient to satisfy the poor natives for one 
month, and they cannot be supported in 
future ‘without the importation of Japanese

ABSTRACT OF PEKING GAZETTES. 

May 20th.—{(1) A Decree. Let Mu-t’u- 
shen succeed to the post of 
Manchu Lieutenant-General at Ts'ing-chow 
(in Shantung). N.B.—Mu-t'u-shen, former- 
ly General-in-chief at Ninghia, is tae offi- 
cial who was cashiered and removed from 
the post of acting Military Governor of 
Kirin by decree dated 12th May, 1876, for 
improperly recommending the employment 
of an officer who had been sentenced, for 
misconduct, to exclusion for ever from the 
public service. 

(2) Tso Tsung-t’ang, Governor-General 
of Kansuh, memorializes reporting the re- 
sult of the trial instituted in the caso of the 
‘ManchuLieutenant-General Kishungeh, and 
other officers, for encouraging the troops 
under their command to mutiny and dis- 
band, early in 1875, on an officer being 
sent to supersede Kirhungeh in his post. 
—See rescript in Gazette of 4th inst. 

(3) The same authority reports the steps 
that have been taken toward repairing the 
walls of Lan-chow Fu, the provincial 
capital of Kansuh, which are in a ruinous 
condition from age, and which imperatively 
need repairs now that pence and order have 
been reéstablished throughout the province. 
To build up a new concrete backing for 
the existing walls, if carried to the proper 
height, would in itself require an outlay of 
upwards of Tis. 100,000; and as the 
requisite funds are not forthcoming, the 
work is confided to the care of the pro- 
vincial board of administration, by whom 
means are to be devised for executing it 
with the assistance of the troops, number- 
ing some 4,000 to 5,000 men (ten ying) who 
are quartered in the neighbourhood. 
Between July last, when operations were 
commenced, and November, when they 
were suspended on the approach of, the 
cold weather, about one-third of the work 
was completed. ‘The foundations are 
carried to the depth of 11 feet odd, with a 
width of 11 feet (1 chang); and the height 
of the walls is 3 chang 7 ch’ih (about 42 
fect), with a width of 8 el’th. 

(4) Wen Pin, Director-General of the 
Grain Transport, reports that. the fleet of 
grain-junks with’the inland portion of the 
rico tribute of the current year, 430 in 
number, conveying 88,500 piculs of grain, 
and divided into ten squadrons, had assem: 
bled at Ts'ing-kiang P'u by the 11th April 
last, when they were passed under inspeo- 
tion, and, on the 20th the process of haul- 
ing ‘over the wolr at Te'ng-kiang P'u was 
effected. By the 26th, all the junks had 
been hauled over the Fuh-king, Pung i, 
and Hwei-tsi weirs, and were, in full sail 
for the north. Measures have’ been taken 
for dredging out the bed of the Canal in 
the shoalest parts, in order to facilitate the 
progress of the fleet toward the Yellow 
River.—(For reports of the correspondin, 
operations last year, see Gazettes of 231 
April and 30th June, 1876.) 

“May 21st.—No documents of importance. 

‘May 22nd.—(1) A decree in answer to a 
memorial from the Imperial Clan Court, 
which has requested instructions with 
reference to the official establishment id 
which should be assigned to the newly 
created Imperial noble (Féng-ngén Pu- 
Jaco Kung) Tsai Tséh, on his adoption as 
heir to the Imperial noble Yih Sin. It is 
commanded that the establishment pre- 
scribed by regulation for his rank be allotted 
tohim.

this opportunity to account for improper 
ends, As solicited, it is decreed that he 
be expelled from his employ and sent back 
to his native place without any delay. 

(2) A decree in answer to a memorial 
from. the Governor of Hunan, who has 
requested cortain remissions of taxation on 
behalf of a district which suffered from 
floods last year. As solicited, remissions 
of Iand-tax ¢o the amount of about Tls. 450 
are ited in this instance. 

(3) The Governor of Kweichow memori- 
alizes asking that a penalty be noted 
‘against a District Magistrate and an acting 
Prefectural Secretary, for their negligence 
in the appointment of police charged with 
the conveyance of a prisoner to the pro- 
-vineial capital, the consequence being that 
the prisoner effected his escape. The in- 
dividual in question was under sontence of 
death by strangulation for manslaughter, 
‘and was confined in a wooden cage which 
twas wheeled along the road under the care 
‘of two police detailed for this purpose by 
the officials now accused, guarded at the 
‘same time from stage to stage by a couple 
of soldiers. On arriving at a certain village 
one night, the police proceeded with their 
charge to an inn, and applied at the local 
guard-station for two soldiers, who were 
accordingly detailed, to relieve the escort 
from the previous stage. The two men 
thus relieved of duty returned to their 
post, but the reliefs did not make thei 
appearance ; and the police, after watching 
the prisoner till midnight, ‘at which time 
a heavy rainstorm came on, fel fast asleep. 
‘The prisoner seized the opportunity to 
break his fetters, wrench asunder the bars 
of the cage, and escape through a window. 
‘The efforts of the police, when they became 
aware of his disappearance, to discover his 
whereabouts, proved unsuccessful ; and 
they have been brought up to the pro- 
vincial capital as prisoners, together with 
the soldiers, inn-keeper, and others respon- 
sible for the safekeeping of the prisoner.— 
The accused officials are relegated by 
ret ong to the Board of Civil Office for the 
award of a penalty. 

‘May 24th.—(1) A decree in answer to a 
memorial from Shén Pao-chéng, Governor-

aresult of which his father died in prison 
from the effects of ill-treatment. On the 
rehearing that has been held, it has 
been proved that the deceased ‘was ar- 
rested in consequence of a brawl which 
grew out of an act of robbery committed by 
one of his sons, and that he died from 
natural causes.”

were anxious that she should marry ;, but 
she steadfastly refused to do so, atid de- 
‘voted herself to attention upon her mother,. 
with whom she shortly afterwards removed 
to Choh Chow, on her brother recei 
appointment, as a reward for his 
services, at Peking. She allowed no other 
hands but her own to, wait upon her 
mother, and when, in 1862, her mother was, 
attacked with dangerous illness, she cut a 
piece of flesh from her left thigh to be 
Administered as aremedy. In less than a 
year, afresh attack of illness supervened, 
nd she cut a piece of flesh from the right 
igh on this occasion, recovery ensuing as 
before. On subsequent occasions, when 
hher parent was attacked with slight ail- 
ments, she applied burning incense-stick 
to her arms, and used the calcined flesh 
to minglo with the. remedies prescribed, 
with invariably successful resulta, After 
her mother’s death, in 1872, sho ro- 
fused all sustenance during a period of 
three days, and was -with difficulty 
rsuaded at length to taste food. ° Her 
other shorty afterwards ded, whereupon 
she escorted his remains to the ancestral 
home at Kao-yeo, and afterwards, return- 
ing thence, performed the same journey 
once more in attendance on her mother's 
coftin.” The devotion and energy she has 
displayed exceed what might be expected 
from one of the opposite sex, and it is soli- 
cited, in view of the wide repute which

THE TEA TRADE. 


The following circular has been addressed 
to merchants interested in the tea trade :— 
London, February, 1877. 
Sre,—The unsatisfactory result, in recent 
eazy tothe importer of China Tens, isa 
fact of universal experience ; permit me, in 
our common interest, to ask your attention 
to a suggestion for obviating what I believe 
to be one of the causes leading to this 
result; Trefer to the system of sending our 
buyers from Shanghai 10 Hankow to meet 
tho article on its way to the former place. 
sed drawbacks of this aystom are mani- 
fest, 

In tho first place, most of us are not 
established in Hankow, and we have to 
send Chaaszees from their own tea rooms, 
where they aro “at home,” have their own 
light, and in every other respect are in tho 
most favourable circumstances for exercising 
an unbiassed judgment, whether as to the 
desirability of operating or in the selection 
of their purchases—to a settlement of which 
it is hardly an exaggeration to say that, for 
a time, almost the whole population acts 
and talks as if to secure an interest in Tea 
were the one end of life. 

In the cases to which I now specially 
allude, ‘our representatives aro herded, 
half-a-dozen together, in the houses of two 
or three agents, and’ are thereby exposed 
to the influences of competition and emu- 
lation in the strongest possible form— 
influences which cannot fail to operate in 


the most fatal direction, that of causing the | 38 


individual to mistrust ‘his own judgment, 
and to be led away by the action of others 
when this differs from what he has proposed 
to himself. 

_ Our tasters set out with the one object 
in view—to buy Tea; they have a flect of 
steamers impatiently waiting for their 
purchases ; they are agents, called upon to 
Gecide a” highly speculative question, 
deprived of the ‘opportunity which they 
would have in Shanghai of consulting with 
their chiefs, and they are urged wholly in 
the direction of operating to the almost 
total exclusion of the other side of the 
question, 

There are the further ents_in 
favour of Shanghai, that in view of the 
hurried manner in which Teas are now 
aanipulated and fired, every period which 
can be interposed betiveen the packing of 
the ‘Tea and the time it is offered for sale is 
a direct advantage to the purchaser, and 
that it has a material advantage as against 
Hankow in being in daily communication 
by telegram both with the consuming 
markets and other centres of Tea export. 








‘Why then should we stop the leaf half- 
way between the pice of growth and the 
place where we have located ourselves? 
‘As importers of Tea, and as 
holders in Shanghai, it is our interest to do 
all that is possible ta restore to that port 
the position of the Northern Tea Depét, 
and to this end. it is proposed that we 
should enter into a mutual undertakis 
to send either Tea-tasters or orders to - 
ow for the coming season. Should there be 
a few dissentients there is no danger that 
they would get the whip-hand of their 
neighbours ; the Chinese are too astute not 
to avail themselves of the market in —_ 
the greatest buying power exists; they 
wall tim extreme limits on Tea in 
Hankow, and failing to obtain them they 
would order it to i, for, by nature 
sanguine and speculative, the natives 
would have the greatest faith in the greatest 
number. 

I think there can be no doubt that a 
sufficiently large majority of the Tea buy- 
ing is under control of London firms— 
either as heads of the Shanghai houses or 
as entrusting them with orders—to ensure 
that unanimous, or nearly unanimous 
action on their part would effect the desired 
change. b 

Several large buyers have expressed 
their desire to co-operate in putti 
end to the existing system provided there 
be some sort of unanimity on the point 
amongst the trade generally, and to test 
this, I ask your consideration of the 
question, and that you will be so good as to 
sign and return to me, one of the enclosed 
forms, according to the view you adopt.

‘Woosung, on Monday afternoon last, the 4 
instant.—Prisoner was farther charged wi

E, Endowes, atation-master at the Woo 
Bar and Creek Stations, on the aame day. 

Prisoner pleaded not guilty. 

Geonor B. Eovowss was, frst called, and 
deposition, taken on Tuesday, having 
been read over to him, he said be could cou- 
firm it in every particular. It ran as follows— 
Tam an American citizen, and stationmaster 
‘ou the Woosung Railway, for the Woosung Bar 
and Woosung Stations. ' By the rules of the 
road, I receive the reports of any troubles 
arising on or about my end of the road, 
Yesterday afternoon, Mr. Conductor Grimmel 
reported to mo that F. W. Blackwood, an 
American citi iad travelled from Shanghai 
to Woosung, in a second-class car, on a third- 
class ticket, and requested me to collect of 
Blackwood 40 cente, lieing the excess fare. 
Grimmol also complained that Blackwood had 
threatened to throw him out of the train, 
when he requested Blackwood to go to the 

Jaco-in the train called for by his ticket. 

urther, that Blackwood made an indecent 
assault upon a Chinese woman in a second 
class carriage, by putting his hand under her 
clothes ‘The woman is the wife of a man 
who is engaged on the railroad. I did not 
nucceed in getting the 40 cents from Black- 
wood, I spoke to Blackwood about the 
assault on the womav, and told him I did 
not want to make a formal complaint to 
Mr. Morrison, or to the Consulate. Black- 
wood abused me with his tongue, and when I 
told him he should apologise to the woman, 
he refused to do so, and defied the Consulate- 
Goneral, and all authority. At this time 
Blackwood was not drunk. “He was perfectly 
sane and in his right mind. Blackwood has 
threatened to burn and shioot, and has con- 
ducted himself unlawfully for some time past, 
He has threatened to do me bodily harm, aud 
lias also threatened other employés of the 
railway. I ask, on behalf of the Railway 
Company, that Blackwood be dealt with, and 

unished for his assault on the woman, and 
for threatening me with harm. 

‘The Covrr asked in what way the prisoner 
‘threatened to do the prosecutor bodily harm ? 
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Eppowss farther depoved—When I went to 
‘speak to prisoner, on Monday ‘evening, about 
the assault on the woman, 1 took Johu Sadler 
with me asa witness of what may transpire. 
We went to the Bar Station, and when we 
», the return train had left for 
‘The prisoner came to me at the 
Bar T told him I did not want 
to have any further trouble with him about 
the matter, and the best thing he could 
do was to'go and offer an apology to the 
woman’s husband, and fetch his things from 
the Woosung Creek Station, where they were 
detained for non-payment of the excess fare, 
Prisoner's things were kept there, locked up 
in my room.

The prosecutrix was the 
only other occupant of the carriage, 1 was 
informed by the brakesman that the woman 
had been insulted by the prisoner, and went 
to seo about it. On opening the door of 
the carriage, I saw the prisoner going 
away from the prosccutrix towards the 
other end of the carriage, I asked him what 
was the matter, to which he replied, 
“Nothing.” Lasked the brakeswan what it 
was, aud he then stated the case very rly 
to what he did here to-day. I asked the 
prisoner if he would behave himself, and he 
replied “No, I won't.” I then told him if 
he did not bebave himself, I should put hin 
into a third-class carriage, He said he 
would not go there either. I told him that 
because hie said he would not behavo himself, 
He did not hold a second-class ticket, He 
had a third-class one. He afterwards told 
me he would do as he liked, and that ho 
would sit ou his Inggage outside, on the 
second-class platform—he would not go into 
a third-class carriage among a lot of Chinese. 
I walked away about two eurriages distance, 
aud on looking round saw the prisoner again 
get into the sane second-class carriage, ‘The 
woman was still there.

Obstructing and Assaulting an Officer in the 
execution of his Duty. 

E. W. Buackwoop was then charged with 
obstructing and assaulting Mr. Rt. Phenix, 
Marshal of the U. S. Consulate, in the execu 
tion of his duty, when arresting him on the 
above charges. 


‘The following statement made by the com- 
plainaut, in writing, was first read :-— 
s1n,—On receipt of the warrant from you 
for the arrest of E. W. Blackwood, I pro- 
ceeded to Woosung to carry out the order. 
Taw Blackwood in his house, and told him 1 
had a warrapt for his arrest on a charge of 
“assault and use of threatening language 
‘He asked me what it was all about. I said 
[ did uot know the particulars, He asked 
me who made the complaint. I'told him 1 
thought the complainaut was a Chinese 
woman, He said 1 was a damned liar, and 
that he would not go to Shanghai. He then 
asked to see the warrant, I gave it to him 
aud he read it. I explained and read it to 
him also, I asked him to make haste, 60 we 
‘cuuld return by the next train to Shanghai, 
Ue paid no attention to my request and began 
to argue about a ‘trumped up-charge.” I 
told him he must go with me at once. He 
said L could go myself, as ho would not go 
with me, but would go when he got ready. 
I said to him that I did not want to hear auy 
of his propositions, and that if he did not 
come along peaceably I would take him by 
force, and that he had better come quietly. 
He he would be damned if I coud ‘ale 
him, and that he would come to Shanghai 
when he got ready. He walked across the 
flour aud took off his coat. I went to him 
and took hold of him, whem hi 
heavy blow on the face. I 
the effects of the blow. I had a severe 
struggle with him and threw him on the floor. 
Lheld him on the floor aud asked him if he 
would come peaceably.
